The  following  is  the  Report  for  the  year  1953. 

AREA  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


The  area  of  the  district  is  9,336  acres.  The  estimated 
population  in  mid  1953  was  35,590,  a decrease  of  60  on  the 
previous  year’s  estimate. 

The  rateable  value  is  £159,182,  and  the  product  of  a penny 
rate  £594.16.10. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses,  according  to  the  Council’s 
rate  books  at  the  end  of  1953  was  10,824. 

VITAL  STATISTICS.

DEATIiS . 

After  correction  for  outwardly  and  inwardly  transferable 
deaths  a total  of  408  (220  males  and  188  females)  deaths  of 
residents  were  recorded  during  the  year,  giving  a death  rate  of 
11,18  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  The  death  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole  in  1953  was  11,4.  Cardio- 
vascular diseases  accounted  for  220  of  the  total  deaths. 

Deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age . 

Nine  male  and  four  female  infants  died  during  the  year 
before  attaining  their  first  birthday*  All  were  legitimate. 

Mortality  rate  per  1,000  live  births  - 21.27. 

The  rate  for  England  and«  Wales  in  1953  - 26,8. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  here  recorded  constitutes  a decided 
low  record  for  this  district,  the  previous  lowest  record  being  27.3 
in  the  year  1952, 

I conmiented  in  my  annual  report  for  1952  upon  the  marked 
reduction  in  our  infant  mortality  rate  during  the  last  twenty  eight 
years.  Even  more  remarkable  is  the  rapid  decline  in  this  rate 
during  the  last  ten  years  (see  table  1 of  Appendix  to  this  report). 
It  is  gratifying  indeed  to  note  that  following  our  lowest  recorded 
record  in  1952  we  are  able  to  record  a substantial  further  reduction 
in  1953.

Of  the  thirteen  deaths  recorded  from  tuberculosis  four  were  of 
persons  v;ho  prior  to  their  decease  had  not  boon  notified  as 
suffering  from  the  disease. 

The  number  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  hero  recorded  is,  with 
the  exception  of  those  recorded  for  1951,  the  lowest  of  recent  years 
and  the  number  of  deaths  is  the  lowest  for  the  past  ten  years.  The 
County  Council  maintain  a Tuberculosis  Clinic  in  Bishop  Auckland  and 
2dai3on  between  the  District  Tuberculosis  Officer  and  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  is  maintained.  The  Regional  Mass  Radiography  Unit 
has  during  the  past  few  years  held  periodic  sessions  of  a woek^s 
duration  in  this  aroa,  and  the  response  of  the  public,  particularly 
of  the  younger  people  of  the  community,  has  been  satisfactory. 

Your  Council  has  in  its  post  war  housing  policy  given  special 
consideration  to  families  in  v;hich  there  is  open  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis ; for  example  such  cases  are  allotted  special  extra  "points” 
in  the  Council's  points  scheme  on  which  Council  houses  are  allocated. 
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Furthemiore , in  assessing  the  "points”  in  respect  of  bedroom  deficiency 
those  cases  of  open  tuberculosis  are  reckoned  as  requiring  a bedroom 
for  their  individual  use.  Of  recent  months  your  Council,  upon  my 
representation,  have  further  helped  tuberculosis  patients  by  agreeing 
to  allocate  a proportion  of  available  houses  specially  to  applicants 
whose  families  include  one  or  more  patients  suffering  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis . 

In  May  1952,  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1930 
were  repealed  by  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1952. 
These  later  regulations  no  longer  require  district  Medical  Officers 
to  keep  registers  of  Tuberculosis  notifications,  but  on  the  suggestion 
of  the  Minister  of  Health  your  Health  Department  has  continued,  under 
the  new  regulations,  to  maintain  an  up-to-date  Tuberculosis  Register 
as  heretofore.  This  has  helped  towards  a closer  liaison  between  your 
Health  Department  and  the  Chest  Physicians,  District  Tuberculosis 
Officers  and  Health  Visitors. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  County  Medical  Officer’s 
of  Health  report  for  1952. 

"From  the  notifications  of  cases  received  daily  from  the 
district  Medical  Officers  of  Health  a register  of  all  cases  in  the 
County  is  maintained  in  the  Health  Department.  The  Health  Visitors 
are  kept  informed  of  all  new  cases  so  that  they  may  visit  and  advise. 

Particulars  of  all  notified  cases  are  forwarded  weekly  to  the 
t'./elve  chest  clinics  in  the  administrative  county  who  in  turn  send 
to  the  Health  Department  monthly  details  of  patients  removed  from  the 
register  as  recovered,  removed  from  the  area,  etc.,  and  this  inform- 
ation is  passed  from  the  Health  Department  to  district  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  and  Health  Visitors.  In  this  respect  close  liaison  exists 
between  the  chest  clinics  and  the  Health  Department," 

SPECIAL  HEALTH  SFRVICES. 

( a ) Immunisation  against  Diphtheria, 

As  I indicated  in  my  annual  report  for  1952,  I arranged  in  1953 
in  co-operation  with  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  a special 
immunisation  carapaign  in  the  County  schools  of  the  district. 

Literature,  including  parents’  consent  forms  were  supplied  by 
the  '^ounty  Council  and  distributed  to  all  children  in  the  local 
sc’i.ols.  Local  general  practitioners  were  invited  to  participate  in 
th«  campaign  and  those  who  resp  onded  v/ere  paid  by  the  County  Council 
on  a sessional  basis . The  help  given  by  the  general  practitioners 
in  the  district  was  most  gratifying.  The  programme  of  sessions  was 
arranged  by  this  Health  Department,  and  the  County  Health  Department 
supplied  tvra  male  clerks  and  a health  visitor  to  assist  at  each 
session. 
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The  campaign  results  were  as  follcws;- 

693  children  received  full  courses  of  immunisation  treatment. 
1,113  children  who  had  previously  received  full  courses  of 
immunisation  treatment  were  given  "booster”  doses  of  the 
immunising  agent. 

In  addition  to  the  above  mentioned  school  campaign  treatments 
the  following  children  were  treated  during  the  year  in  their  homes 
doctors’  surgeries  or  County  clinics 

343  children  received  primary  full  courses  of  immunisation 
treatment, 

148  children  received  "booster”  doses. 

There  has  not  been  a confirmed  notification  of  Diphtheria  in 
the  district  since  1948,  and  no  death  from  Diphtheria  since  1945. 

(b)  Food  Inspection. 

During  the  year  your  two  Sanitary  Inspectors  continued  to 
inspect  the  carcases  of  animals  slaughtered  at  the  Ministry  of 
I'c^od  slaughterhouse.  Bishop  Auckland.  The  following  is  a 
summary  of  their  inspections  during  1953.

mV  HOUSES. 

During  the  year  a total  of  220  new  houses  were  provided  in  the 
area  5 of  these  195  were  built  by  the  Council,  22  were  built  by 
private  enterprise  or  by  a Housing  Association,  and  3 were  provided 
by  conversion  of  large  houses  into  two  separate  dwellings. 

CONTROL  OF  CIVIL  BUILDING. 


As  local  licensing  officer  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry,  I issued 
2 licences  during  the  year.  These  licences  involved  repair  and 
improvements  to  dwelling  houses  to  the  value  of  £1,675. 

The  number  of  licences  issued  by  the  Regional  Officer  to  the 
Ministry  of  Works  in  respect  of  premises  other  than  dwellings  in 
this  district  was  25  and  the  capital  value  of  the  v;orks  involved 
VTas  £90,767. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

During  the  fifteen  months  ended  31st.  March,  1954,  your  rodent 
operator  dealt  with  a total  of  166  rat  infestations.  Of  these  11 
were  on  Council  properties  ( tips,  sev^age  disposal  v;orks  etc.,),  26 
were  on  privately  owned  property  serviced  at  the  owner ^s  expense,  and 
120  were  on  premises  involving  a total  of  355  dwelling  houses  serviced 
on  block  control  free  of  charge. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

There  are  139  factories  and  workshops  on  the  district's 
register  of  v/hich  17  are  factories  in  respect  of  which  Sections  1,  2, 
3,  4,  and  6 of  the  Factories  Act,  1937  are  enforceable  by  the  local 
authority.  Fifty  five  inspections  of  factories  and  workshops  were 
made  by  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  during  the  year  resulting  in  the 
discovery  of  three  defects  from  lack  of  cleanliness  and  six  defects 
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from  insufficient  or  defective  sanitary  conveniences.  In  all' 
cases  the  defects  were  remedied  as  a result  of  informal  notice, 

FOOD  PRB/IISES. 

There  are  in  the  district  29  premises  on  which  sausaeiJO, 
pies  (meat)  etc.,  are  manufactured,  and  82  premises  on  which 
ice  cream  is  either  manufactured  or  stored  for  sale.

Fixed  Bath  means  apemanentlyinstalled  tath  with  a waste  pipe  leading  outside  the 
building.
